Government Has Hearing Postponed 
Get Hitchcock, Mack, 
and J. P. Morgan Agents 
as Witnesses for Prosecution.

NDIANAPOLIS, June 2.—Prominent 
financiers, politicians and govern- 
ment officials must testify in the 
criminal libel case of the government 
against Delavan Smith and Charles R. 
Williams, owners of the Indianapolis 
News. 
Judge Anderson today continued un- 
1 October 11 the hearing of the case 
growing out of the publication of the 
Panama graft charges. This was done 
on the government's contention that 
such delay was necessary in order that 
the witnesses might be heard. 
Those whose mony is sought in- 
clude Frank Hitchcock, former 
chairman of the Republican National 
Committee; Norman EK. u chair- 
man of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee; George B. Cortelyou, certain 
members of the office staff of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. and various government 
officials. 


The defense protested against a con- 
tinuance, saying the government should 
have been prepared to submit its evi- 
dence and the court at first seemed to 
approve. On a statement of the gov- 
ernment counsel, however, as to what 
it was expected to prove by the new 
witnesses the court decided to hear the 
further evidence. 

TO PROVE STORY FAKE. 

Dist.-Atty. McNamara said he would 
prove by Messrs. Hitcheock and Mack 
that they had made public announce- 


ments that the Panama story offered to 


both of them was a fake, originated 
by blackmailers who at first hoped to 
get money from William Nelson Crom- 
well, but failed. The story was pub- 
lished in the New York World and the 
same paper on October 3 printed Mr. 
Cromwell's denial. Mr. McNamara 
said he expected to prove that the 
defendants had knowledge of the de- 
nial when they prepared their edi 
articles for the Indianapolis News.

That his hands had become calloused 
from handling money, and not from 
toll in the Chinese vegetable gardens, 
was the unique plea made by Lui Tim 
yesterday before United States Com- 
missioner Van Dyke. He was arrested 
by immigration inspectors on the 
charge that he had lost his status as 
a merchant by engaging in manual! 
labor. Deputy United States District 
Attorney Stewart iaid much stress upon 
the fact that Lui Tim's hands bore 
the marks of hard work, and that he 
was clad in the garments of a coolie. 

Through an interpreter, the wily 
Chinaman asserted that he had for- 
merly worked in a Hongkong banking 
house, and that his hands became cal- 
loused through handling the queer 
brass coins of his native land. He 
said he came to America aboyt a year 
ago on a merchant's certificate, He 
claimed to be a member of a firm do- 
ing business in Chinatown. 

He accounted for his presence at a 
vegetable — just outside the city 
limits by alleging he had been asked 
to go out there to audit the accounts 
Several Chinese “cousins” cheerfully 
corroborated the testimonhy of the de- 
fendant. 

The commissioner decided not to hold 
the defendant for deportation, although 
he admitted that some of the evidence 


the court held the government had 
failea to prove that Lui Tim had lost 
his status as a merchant. The immi- 
gration inspectors can reopen the case 


at any time.

BEN ELLIOTT 
DARK CLOUD. 


EN ELLIOTT, the youthful self- 

confessed Tropico burglar, became 

the central figure in the Anna Pol- 
tera murder inquiry again yesterday. 
Marshal Stanchfield of Redondo Beach, 
in which city Elliott was arrested after 
his sudden disappearance from his old 
haunts in the hills near Glendale, 
turned the tide again toward the 
youth. 

Yesterday afternoon Stanchfield, who 
has been working on the case, re- 
ported to the Sheriff that he is con- 
vinced that Elliott rode into Redondo 
on a bicycle instead of on a lumber 
wagon, as he told the police, the Tues- 
day morning after the Poltera girl 
Was slain. 

Stanchfleld has also discovered that 
a bicycle was stolen in Glendale on 
the night of the Monday when the 
murder was committed. Today the 
Sheriff's officers will bring together the 
owner of the wheel and the man in 
Redondo who purchased it from a 
young fellow who answers the descrip- 
tion of Elliott. The Redondo man will 
also be brought to Los Angeles to 
identify Biliott, if it was he who sold 
the bicycle. Stanchfleld believes that 
the wheel he holds in Redondo Beach 
is that stolen in Glendale, and that 
Elliott rode it to the seaside city and 
there sold it. 

The Sherif yesterday completely ex-

WHAT DAUGHTER SAYS. 


C. E./ Mrs. Marsh Makes Statement Which 


A Galesburg Al.) dispatch, received 


by The Times last night, says that ad- 
ditional evidence concerning the death 
of Mre. R. P. Archer was furnished 


yesterday by a statement made by her 


daughter, Mrs. Helen Caricton Mars. 
The reason stated for the secrecy im- 
posed on the disinterment of the body 
of Mrs. Archer and the autopsy, two 
weeks ago, is that it was desired to 
prevent information about it reaching 
Archer (the widower) in Los Angeles, 
where Mrs. Archer died last January.

Archer in Oneida, Mrs. Marsh received 
a telegram from an attorney in Los 
Angeles, telling her that her mother 
bed left a will, a fact that Archer did 
not know. Mrs. Marsh spent six weeks 
in Los Angeles trying to secure some 
settlement of the estate, valued at 
$10,000, but Archer was appointed ad- 
ministrator. The will left the prop- 
erty to Mrs. Marsh and her sister, Mrs. 
Kate Smith, save $500 left to Archer. 


JAPAN’S HUGE DEBT. . 


Hes Been More Than Trebled During 
the Past Thirty Years Because 


It seems incredible that a nation 
which in 1878 had a debt of $33,836,931 
should find itself only thirty years 
later burdened with one of more than 
$1,120,000,000. But such is the plight of 
Japan. At the close of the year 1908 
the national debt of Japan amounted 
to $1,120,565,000. And this is the way

fhe issuance of the public loan bonds 
in the fiscal year of 1878-79, amounting 
to about - $93,000,000, increased our m- 
debtedness by one jump from 1.9 yen 
per head to 69 yen. The second great 


load of an tndebtedness of nearly 
$211,000,000. Then came the Russian 
War. The government met the ex- 
traordinary expenditure of this war by 
the flotation of exchequer bonds five 
times in the years 1904-06. The first, 
second and third issues, amounting to 
$140,000,000, bore interest at 6 per cent., 
and the fourth and fifth issues, aggre- 
gating $100,000,000, interest at 6 per 
cent. These last two issues were re- 
deemed in 1966 with the proceeds of 
the. 4-per-cent. sterling loan of 
£25,000,000, which was placed in Lon- 
don, Paris. New York and Berlin. This 
$125,000,000 loan sold at 90 and is to run 


until 1620.

“In each of the five years of my pas- 
torate I had held revival. services dur- 
ing. the month of Januaty, and many 
persons had come into the church. It 
was after one of such revival periods 
that I called the meeting of young 
folk. I expected criticism and objec- 
tion.
